Whereas,  drunkenness  has  reached 
its  present  col»»ssal  proportion  through 
the  licensed  liquor  saloon  which,  with 
its  backers,  the  brewery  and  distillery, 
aided  by  its  frequenters  and  victims, 
has  become  the  dominant  -power  in 
pvlitics,”  (N.  Y.  Tribune). 

Resolved,  That  we  condemn  the  li¬ 
cense  system  in  tnto,  and  believe  that 
the  entire  prohibition  of  the  manufac¬ 
ture  and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquor  as
